A deficiency of salt in the human 
system can 
cause

quences. and for this reason Dr. 
Geo. W Cox. State Health Officer 
advises every person w hose work is 
such that it causes excessive pers­ 
piration to add a pinch of ordinary 
table salt to each drink of water 
tak en during the day 
Farmers,

whose work causes them to sweat 
profusely are in danger of having 
their body salt content seriously 
pleted. and as a result may 'Uffer 
from heat cramps or heat fag.

body may lose as much as 40 to 50 
grams of salt during a single day.
